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13,000 Tons of Pipe

The next couple of weeks will see a | 
commencement on the big pipe line | 
projected by the Canadian Western | 
Natural Gas. Fuel, Light and Heat 
Co. The line, starting from Bow Is- ! 
land, will run across country and con- | 
nect up with the C.P.R. right-of-way | 
uta point one mile west of Purple | 
Springs, thence west for 25 miles, 
when it will again leave the C.P.R. 
and travel direct west to Monarch, 
from which town it will again travel 
across country north-west to Okotoks, 
and then straight on to Calgary. 

It will thus be seen that Lethbridge 
and many other towns are left out of 
the Gas Co's, calculations altogether, 
but it is thought probable that when 
the time is ripe these towns will be 
connected with feeders run out from 
the main pipe line. 

The amount of hauling and team- 
ing that will have to be done in con- 
nection with the laying of the pipe 
will be immense. From the Bow Is- 


land end west for 87 miles, there will 
be required 18,000 tons of pipe, and 
it is expected to strike an average of 
seven cars to be unloaded each day.

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LIFE IN DENMARK 


A Country Where Almost Everysody 
is Poor, But Happy 


“In Denmark everybody is poor,” 
declares a writer in tne English 
Queen. “here are no coal or min-: 
eral deposits in the country. Conse- 
quently there can be no manufactures; 
and a nation of farmers, even of Dan- 
ish farmers, is not rich according to 
the standards of commercial coun- 
tries. 

“Incomes are small. Where the sal- 
ary of a Minister of State is only 
$3,750 a year, humbler, individuais 
must get along on much smaller in- 
comes. But the Danes know how to 
live within their incomes, and to do 
it comfortably. Denmark is as ob- 
viously happy is she is poor. 

“The Danes are wise enough not to 
demand perfection; if it comes they 
can take instant pleasure therein. 
shen it does, not come they still are 
placid. Conformity to rule, even 
though it be so small a matter as a 
fixed meal times, does entail some 
coercion upon the natural man. So 
punctuality is not a Danish virtue. 

“In few Danish housebolds are 
there fixed and unalterable hours for 
meals. Pay 4 call when you will and 
the custom of che ec. untry will uphold 
you, but it will not ensure you against 
tinding your friends at table. The ho- 
tels follow the very reverse of the 
American method, and while you can 
get snacks all the time, you cannot be 
certain that at any time you will find 
a dinner ready cooked and waiting. 

“Even the national food lends it- 
self admirably both to simplicity and 
unpunctuality. Its staple is bread and 
butter—in well-to-do houses {mmense 
thicknesses of excellent butter and 
fairly thin slices of several varieties 
of bread. The staple food of our work- 
ing class is also bread and. butter, 
but their butter is bad and scraped, 
and their bread is uniformly iInnutri- 
tious. 

“Smorrebred (literally butter bread) 
or smeared bread, the Danish for but- 
ter being smor-smear, is the one food 
that is to be had at all hours and in 
all places, in hotels and restaurants, 
by day or night on steamers, in the 
famous Tivoli Gardens, It consists 
of a thinish slice of buttered bread, 
white, grey or black, on which is plac- 
ed a palaag or overlay. 

“This overlay may be cold—ham, 
veal, sausages, hard boiled eggs, fish 
(fresh or salted), salad, cheese. They 
are not large, and most persons eat 
several and like’ a variety. Could 
there be any better way of making 
a little go a long way? And what dif- 
ference it would make to our house- 
keeping! 

“There are not many fashionable 
occupations: people live as they list, 
and are in no terror of their neighbors. 
All over the land Danes are able to 
meet together in pursuit of art and 
literature, or of national ideals, with- 
out feeling themselves compelled to 
drink anything extra or unusual. They 
drink a good deal of beer, which is 
mostly very light, but men and women 
alike also drink unashamedly and 
openly large draughts of milk or but- 
termilk.” 


Sisetilety avd the Mind. 

To ascertain the effect of electri- 
city upon the development of school 
children a series of very interesting 
experiments have just been concluded 
in the schools of Stockholm. The walls 
and ceilings of a school room were 
lined with a coil of wires through 
which a high frequency current was 
passed. The children in the room 
were thus in the position of an iron 
core in the centre of a magnetizing 
coil, 

Fifty children were kept in this 
room, while fifty others of the same 
average size and mental develop- 
ment were kept in an adjoining room 
without electrical treatment. 
end of six months the children under 
electrical treatment showed an aver- 
age growth of two inches, while those 
without electricity grew only 1% 
inches, 

The electrified children showed an 


| increase in weight and other forms | 


of development in proportion to their 
height. The electrified children also 
showed an average proficiency in their 
studies of 92 per cent. and fifteen of 
them showed 100 per cent. The un- 
electrified children, on the other hand 
were only 75 per cent. proficient on 
the average, and not one of them 


*lreached 100 per cent. 


It is added that the electrified chil- 
dren appeared to be much brighter, 
quicker and more active, They were 
prompter in attendance and much less 
subject to fatigue. The teachers also 
showed superior working capacity in 
the electrified room. While there was 
an oder of ozone in the room, it was 
held that the presence of ozone would 
not account for the results obtained.

Hven more reliable as weather vro- 
phets are leeches. A single leech {s 
placed in a broad glass bottle with a 
piece of perforated bladder or leather 
over the mouth. On the approach of 
weather, the leech re- 
mains almost motionless, curled up 
at the bottom. When rain or wind 
is coming the creature rises to the 
e, which a coming thunder: 
storm will cause it to be much agitat- 
d: at times the leech will even leave 
the water altogether so sensitive is 
the animal to an electrical disturb- 
ance, 

The chamelegn barometer {sg a cur- 
iosity which has puzzled many people, 
but its construction is really very sim- 
pie. The animal changes color ac- 
cording to the weather, being pink in 
damp conditions, purple in a variable 
state, and bright wine red when the 
air is dry. 

A cardboard mount is prepared, and 
this may be lettered tn sections.

ASQUITH REPLIES TO CRITICS 


Declares That Home Rule Must Pre- 
cede House of Lords Reform in 
House 


London, England.—The amendment 
to the address in reply to the Speech 
from the Throne, move in the House 
of Commons was rejected by a vote 
of 324 to 231. It was alleged that the 
government had not fulfilled its pledg- 
es to reconstruct the House of Lords. 

In summing up for the Government 
Premier Asquith declared that there 
was no truth in the statements of the 
Opposition that pledges nad been giv- 
en that the reconstitution of the House 
of Lords should precede Home Rule. 
The proper time for that, he said, was 
not before, but after the settlement 
of the Irish question. A scheme for 
reforming the second chamber would 
be submitted during the lifetime of 
the present parliament, but an ideal 
system of representative democratic 
government would necessitate not 
only the reconstruction of the Hou + 
of Lords but an alteration of the 
whole base of representation in the 
House of Commons.

AVIATOR TRIES TO CROSS LAKE 


Earl Sandts Machine Turns Tuftie and 
He Walks to Shore 

Erie, Ont.—Earl Sandt, a young 
aviator, the first birdman to fly over 
the Great Lakes from the United 
States to Canada, came to grief ten 
miles out on the lake Northeast Pa., 
while attempting a return flight to the 
American shore.

LESSON IX.—FIRST QUARTER, FOR 
MARCH 3, 1912, 


Text of the Lesson, Mark |, 14-28, 
Memory Verses, 17, 17—Golden Text, 
Matt. ix, 37, 38—Commentary Pre: 
Pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


According to the harmony of the 
Bospels, it would seem that Jesus re+ 
turned to wher. John was preaching, 
and as he cried on two different days, 
“Behold the Lamb of God!" two of 
John’s disciples, Andrew and probably 
John, the brother of James, followed 
Jesus and spent some time with Him 
one day, after which Andrew found 
his brother, Simon, and brought him 
to Jesus, and the inference is that 
John brought his brother James. Then 
Jesus went into Galilee to Bethsaida, 
the city of Andrew and Peter, and 
called Philip to follow Him. After 
this Philip brought Nathanael. and 
thus we see the first six disciples ac: 
cording to John {, 29-51, They seem 
to have received several calls before 
they left all to follow Him fully, The 
lesson today indicates a call to And- 
rew and Peter, as they were casting a 
het into the sea, and to James and 
John as they were in the ship with 
their father mending their nets. Tho 
account of this incident is found in 
Matt. tv, 18-22, ag well as in our les- 
son verses from Mark. The incident 
of Luke v, 1-11, seems to have been 
wholly different and at a different 
time, At that time He used Simon's 
boat as a pulpit and then filled both 
his boat and that of his partners 
James and Jolin, with fishes. We must 
ever distinguish between Christians 
and disciples. A Christian is one who 
truly receives Jesus Christ as his 
Saviour and thus becomes a child of 
God, justified freely by His grace 
(John 1, 12; Rom, fil, 24; v, 1). There 
are no degrees in salvation, for all 
who are tn Christ are equally saved 
by His precious blood. He obtained 
eternal. redemption for all, and all 
who receive the gift of God, which is 
eterna: Hfe, have it without money or 
works of any Kind on their part. Dis- 
cipleship follows, and as it 1s so cost- 
ly to the believer few are willing to 
pay the price; hence the whole heart:
